have decided not to respond to 
the offer of the former Crown 
Prince of Germany to surrender 
himself for trial before an Allied 
tribunal 
on 
charges

war 
crimes, it was learned today. 
The prince’s offer made it a pro­ 
vision that charges against other 
accused 
Germans 
should 
be 
dropped. 
It was submitted re­ 
cently by cable to the heads of the 
principal 
Allied 
and

powers. 
It was also learned that the re­ 
cently created Allied commission 
of justiciaries has been collecting 
documentary evidence to submit 
to the German tribunal at Leipzig, 
which is to try the accused Teu­ 
tons, as named in the lists submit­ 
ted by the Allies. 
Provision for the trial in a Ger­ 
man court was made in the latest 
Allied note on war guilty to the 
German government. 
The Allies

Some 
of the painting is done on an esti­ 
m ate basis, and some on a tim e and 
m aterial basis. 
In either case the 
contractor figures his men in at $7.50 
apiece per day. 
As a rule then, since $6 is the pre­ 
vailing wage, the contractor receives 
from the building ow ner $1.50 per 
man m ore than he pays the man. 
Out of that $1.50 or $1, if the m an be 
a $6.50 a day m an, the contractor 
m eets his obligations as contractor 
and secures his profit. 
Among his 
obligations is thirty-tw o cents a day 
per man for a $6 man. for com pensa­ 
tion insurance. 
The other overhead 
expense, including the cost of paint 
brushes and transportation to and 
from work, is figured by the contrac­ 
tors as coming to about twenty-five 
cents per day per man.

N Feb. 22, 1919, the writer, then a member of the A. E. F., attended a fit­ 
ting ceremony held at Place d’lena, (Jeas Place, so named in honor of 
Napoleon’s overwhelming victory over the Prussian armies at Jena in 1806,) 
located in the heart of Paris, in memory of Geoiyge W ashington, Our First Presi­ 
dent.

T PLACE DTENA. almost in the shadow of Eiffel Tower and but a short 
distance from the house in which Benjamin Franklin resided while in 
Paris, stands a magnificent equestrian statue of General Washington as he ap­ 
peared at the head of the American Army. 
This statue was presented to the 
City of Paris by the Women of the United States. 
O 
N THIS MEMORABLE DAY, Washington’s statue was literally covered with 
flowers, gifts of allied embassies and of individuals famous throughout the 
world, a beautiful tribute to the memory of the great soldier-statesman of the 
western world. 
Drawn up in the spacious square facing the monument was a 
company of United States soldiers, veterans of recent campaigns on European 
battlefields. 
T 
HE CEREMONY LASTED about forty minutes. 
A steady shower was fall­ 
ing in Paris that morning but more than showers were necessary to dampen 
the spirits of these assembled at the historic square. 
Soldiers and civilians, 
Mademoiselles and Poilus, ambassadors and diplomats, stood patiently in the 
drizzling rain as the representatives of foreign nations eulogized in fitting terms 
the First Great American.

T THE CONCLUSION OF THE PROGRAM, when the Star Spengled Banner 
had been rendered by an American Military Band, the khaki-clad soldiers, 
drenched to the skin but truly military in appearance and undampened in spirit, 
filed down the boulevards, followed by thousands of admiring French people, 
leaving the statue of General Washington draped in wreaths of flowers and in 
the colors of the two sister republics, FRANCE and AMERICA.
